Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-3, 11, 20, 21, 28, 30, 32 and 34 are allowable. Claims 4-9, 22, 29, 31, 33 
and 35, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, 
require all the limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821.04(a), the restriction requirement among inventions I-II and Species I-II, as 
set forth in the Office action mailed on 07/13/06, is hereby withdrawn and claims 4-9, 22, 
29, 31, 33 and 35 hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 
In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all 
the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 
170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable because prior art fails to teach a control system configured to determine the 
operability of the reaction system without having to operate the reaction system and to 
disable the motor if the reaction system is inoperable, in combination with other limitations 
set forth in claims 1, 20, 28, and 30. 

Regarding claim 1, 20, 28 and 30, Yoneda (4,1 17,752) in view of Mowery, Jr. 
(2,785,710), Doherty (6,325,195) and possibly Balban (3,863,208) teach a cutting for cutting

workpieces; a motor configured to drive the cutting tool; a detection system configured to 
detect a dangerous condition between a person and the cutting tool; and a reaction system 
controllable to disable the cutting tool if the dangerous condition is detected. Balban appears 
to teach a control system configured to determine the operability of the reaction system 
without having to operate the reaction system. However, according to the decision by the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interference, "it is unclear beyond a mere conclusory statement 
that the inclusion of this feature [thought by Balban] into Yoneda would have been obvious. 
Accordingly, we are constrained to reverse the obviousness rejection on appeal." See page 
13, lines 9-12 of the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interference mailed on 
02/25/09. 

None of these references by themselves or in combination with the other prior art 
cited teach the claimed invention set forth in claims 1, 20, 28 and 30.
